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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 ) An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 ,312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Siragusa on August 3, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 4 line 9, "the housing" should be -a housing-; 

Claim 1 1 line 7, "a friction element" should be -the friction element-. 

2) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In re claims 1 and 11, none of the references cited either alone or in combination 
provide a thrust member and a force transmission device; the force transmitting device 
having a first end engaged with the thrust member; the force transmitting device having 
a second end engagable with a friction element; and the force transmitting device 
having a middle portion disposed between the first and second ends; the force 
transmitting device being restrained proximate the first and second ends from 
movement transverse to the first axis and the middle portion being unguided and 
unsupported by the caliper. 

In re claim 4, none of the references cited either alone or in combination provide 
an end formation for engagement with a friction element to restrict rotation of one of a 
tappet shaft and an adjuster shaft to permit the tappet to extend, and the caliper having 
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a cx)operating formation between a housing and one of the tappet and the adjuster shaft 
to prevent relative rotation between the housing and one of the tappet shaft and the 
adjuster shaft of the at least one tappet when in a retracted position only.
